entirely the present system of grain 
marketing and the speculative grain 
elevator operators. 

This action followed a report 
from the committee, which had been 
in executive session since Thursday 
morning working out plans for re- 
adjustment of grain marketing. The 
proposal algo calls for the federation 


of all these terminal elevators and 
smaller local elevators into one na- 
tional marketing organization, for 
the contro] by the farmers of grain 
exports. 

Would Eliminate Middlemen. 

Successful functioning of this 
plan, the delegates state, will mean 
that the farmers ultimately would 
control 80 per cent of all the grain 
marketed in the United States. In- 
stead of going through the hands of 
four and five elevator operators, 
each of whom must receive a profit, 
the grain, under the plan contem- 
plated, will be sold to the miller 
through only one grain elevator 
company, and the price paid by the 
consumer for wheat products would 
be greatly decreased and at the same 
time the farmer would receive more 
for his grain. 

The nine cities considered by the 
farmers as the principal terminal 
marketing points are St. Louis, Kan- 
sas~—City, Chicago, Qmaha, Seattle, 
New Orleans, Baltimore, Galveston 
and Minneapolis-St. Paul. Establish- 
ment of elevators at these terminal 
points will involve the expenditure 
of millions of dollars, 

Co-Operative Associations First. 

In order to establish the elevators 
and finance the project, the proposal 
calls first for the organization of 
local farmers’ co-operative assovia- 
tions for marketing in communities 
in virtually every State in the union, 
the membership to be limited to ac- 
tual farmers only, these local co- 
operative associations to establish 
and have control over the smaller 
elevators, and to finance the build- 
ing of the elevators by subscribing 
for stoek in the local elevator com- 
Panties. 

Next it is proposed that these 
local co-operative associations be 
federated into nine terminal mar- 
keting co-operative associations, to 
‘have control of the nine terminal 
elevators. Financing of the nine ele- 
vators will be done, under the plan, 
by having the hundreds of smaller 
elevator companies take over the 
stock of the large elevators. 

In order to work out.in great de- 
tail the organization of these va- 

us local and terminal co-oper- 
ative ass®ciation and to outline more 
definitely the financing of the huge 
project, the delegates instructed C. 
T, Barrett, chairman of the Na- 
tiona} Board of Farm Organizations, 
to appoint a committee for each 
natural terminal grain marketing 
center, the committee to consist of 
members representing all the farm- 
ers’ co-operative grain marketing 
organizations now existing in the 
territory serving each terminal mar- 
ket. It was recommended that the 
committee hold a meeting not later 
than Jan. 4 to cal) a delegate con- 
vention of all the farmers’ co-opera- 
tive grain marketing organizations 
that are natural feeders of each 
terminal market to begin the organ- 
ization work. 

Expert to Be Appointed. 

Chairman Barrett also was in- 
structed to appoint an expert to have 
general supervision over the carry- 
ing into effect of the new market- 
ing plan. The committee and the 
expert probably will be appointed 
by Chairman Barrett before the con- 
ference ends tonight. 

To finance the preliminary work 
of organizing and the committees, 
it was recommended that the Na- 


tional Farmers’ Union and the Na-_ 


tional Equity Exchange be asked to) 
make a temporary loan of $1500, | these small

grain exclusively for certain periods, 
the farmers reserving the right to 
cancel the contracts at some stated 
time. It was recommended that the 
local elevator companies also should 
be bound by contract with the large 
terminal elevator companies. 


Speculative Trading Censured. . 

In pointing out the reasons for 
the indorsement of the proposal for 
the new marketing system, the dele- 


gates declared that the speculative 
trading in grain tended to demoralize 
prices, and that the grain exchanges 
as at present conducted have really 
but one function to perform, and 
that was to promote the interests 
of the exchange and its individual 
members. 

Several delegates believed the new 
marketing system would be “put 
over” against the opposition of the 
middlemen. T. A. Hougas, president 
of the Farmers’ Educational and Co- 
6éperative Union, who has been a 
leader in farm movements for years, 
declared farmers had been discuss- 
ing plans for organizing for 15 years, 
and finally had become organized to 
a point where there was concerted 
action. 

4000 Farmer Elevator Companies. 

“There are approximately 4000 of 
co-operative farmers’ 
elevator companies now in the United 
States,” he said, “and the market- 
ing of products by the farmer him- 
self is practically out of the experi- 
mental stage, and through the co 
operative elevators now in existence 
we have proved to farmers’ organi- 
zations that this greater project is 
feasible and practical. We expect 
a hard fight, but the farmer is at 
the last ditch and he will fight as 
he has never fought before, to save 
himself and gain the profit now ab- 
sorbed by the middlenfen, but which 
is rightfully due the farmer.”

Fruit Marketing Agency Proposed. 

Among the proposals indorsed 
was the establishment of a national 
marketing agency for frults and veg- 
etables, operating as a brokerage 
company, dealing with producers’ 
associations and consumers’ organ- 
izations. The plan calls for the in- 
corporation of the agency, with 
$20,000 capital stock, to be held by 
central co-operative organizations of 
various states. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
delegates asking Congress to enact 
such legislation as will make the serv- 
ices of the Federal Reserve banks 
available to individual growers, and 
that the Department of Agriculture 
be empowered to make a aurvey of 
farm storage facilities and issue cer- 
tificates to individual farmers as a

A Coroner's verdict of suicide was 
returned today at an inquest into 
the death of Sim Beam, 47 years*on, 
department manager for the Smif}. 
McCord & Townsend Dry Goods Co 
of Kansas City, who killed himséff at 
12:40 p. m. yesterday by leaping 
from the window of his room on the 
seventeenth floor of Hotel Statler. 

Testimony at the inquest was con- 
fined to the stories of three men who 
saw Beam’s body strike the sidewalk 
on the St. Charles street side of the 
hotel, after the 175-foot drop.. 

Letters to Ream’s wife and son and 
to Leon Smith of the dry goods firm, 
which were found in his room, sealed 
and addressed, were opened by the 
Coroner and read into the record.

ARMS AND FARMS AND BORAH. 

“The subject is passing out of the realm of the 
academic,” says David Lawrence, a special corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch, in discussing reduc- 
tion of armaments, and he goes on to show the tonic 
effects on business and on the happiness of peoples 
everywhere if the crushing burden of keeping and 
getting ready for war were removed. 

In the first place, Europe, which needs our cotton 
'and wheat desperately, but can’t buy, would be able 
| to buy if the world stopped pouring money out on 
armies and navies. Europe, impoverished now, would 
| have credit with that curse lifted. Incidentally, our, 
own country could meet expenses without borrowing, 
| with the result that Liberty Bonds, of which the peo- 
| ple hold millions, would rise in value. In.fact, the 
‘world depression would give way to something like a 
world boom. 

Recognition of those obvious facts probably explains 
‘Senator Borah’s resolution proposing an agreement 
among the United States, Great Britain and Japan 
‘for limiting armaments. Such an agreement would 
be helpful, but to enjoy the full benefits the reduc- 
tion in armaments should include all the nations. 
Senator Borah does not grasp that fatt in its en- 
tirety yet. But he is progressing. 


ly opposed to THE League of Nations. or to a league. | 
“A league, concert, alliance, combination, copartner- | 
ship or association—it is all the same to me. I have 
always opposed, and always will oppose, any such 
alliance. * * *” Thus said Borah at Danbury, 
Conn., Oct. 4. Well, a change has come o’er the spirit 
of his dream of absolute isolation. The statesman 
from Idaho is awakening to the fact that the United 
States is a part of the world. He is beginning to 
realize that our prosperity depends to a great extent 
upon the rest of the world. In that he is not alone. 
The cotton and wheat farmers of America have 
learned that truth, and heavily have they paid, and 
are paying, for it. 

Mr. Borah may still theoretically be as hostile 
to the League of Nations as he was last October, but 
in advocating a “concert, alliance, copartnership or 
association,” or whatever he elects to call his Jap- 
anese-British-American agreement for reducing arma- 
ment, he is renouncing his eighteenth-century tradi- 
tiong in the presence of twentieth-century facts. 

The American farmers should rejoice at Borah’s 
conversion. They may hope that the other irrecon- 
cilables will also see the light. 
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OUR NEED FOR HOME RULE. 

The Police Commissioners refuse to obey the sub- 
pena of an aldermanic inquiry into local crime con- 
ditions and the efficiency with which the police com- 
bat them. As appointees of the Governor they may 
legally be right in their contention. Carried to its 
logical conclusion, this contention would prevent the 
community which supports the department from in- 
stituting any measures for ascertaining how its money 
is being spent, the quality of the discipline enforced or 
any detail in the business of the department. As an 
appointee of Commissioners who are appointees of 
the Governor, a patrolman might withhold pertinent 
information as to his own or others’ conduct from the 
city government. The city would be dependent on the 
Legislature, which meets only at long intervals. 

It seems worth while to find out whether the courts 
would sustain this view. In any event it is another 
incident showing the anomalous status of local offi- 
cials named by State authority and the need of cen- 
tering responsibility and bringing it nearer home

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COAL GAS 11, WATER GAS 61 CENTS. 

The city’s brief in the case before the Public Serv- 
ice Commission arising out of the attempt to in- 
crease the gas rate estimates that the net cost of the 
coal gas produced next year by the Laclede company 
will be about 11 cents a thousand feet. But its-esti-| 
mate of the cost of producing water gas, of which 
about 2,302,000 feet will be supplied St. Louis consum- 
ers next year, is 61 cents a thousand.

The necessity for increase in utility charges, along 
with increase in other forms of service and in various 
commodity prices, ts perfectly understood by the 
public. One cause, however, of the already great 
and rapidly growing dissatisfaction with the Public 
Service Commission is its apparent disposition to 
shoulder off onto the public the consequences of un- 
businesslike utility policieg To make utility mis- 
management profitable at customers’ expense is un- 
just for many reasons other than the obviously bur- 
densome charges imposed on customers. There ig 
no more excuse for forcing the public to pay for 
the business blunders of utilities than there is for 
forcing it to pay for the business blunders of other

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EUROPE RESIGNING ITSELF TO WORK. 

Europe is going back to work, says Dwight T. 
Farnham, industrial engineer, after observations on 
that continent extending through five months. 

It is about time Europe went to work. The armi- 
stice is behind us by more than two years. Two sea- 
sons highly favorable to food-raising, two harvests 
unhandicapped by flood or drouth, as far as the 
chief areas of Europe are concerned, have passed. 
Why is it that the same old appeal is still being made 
to America to send over millions to feed the hun- 
gry and relieve distress? Such appeals in the first 
winter after the fighting ceased, perhaps during sub- 
sequent months when crops had not ripened, can 
be understood. That in the twenty-fifth month after 
the war dependence is still being placed on our sym- 
pathy is mystifying. 

Probably the trouble has been that Europe was 
long in appreciating ‘the necessity of going back to 
work, There were millions with a Bolshevist fancy 
that they didn’t have to work. The course of events 
had been such that doubtless very many thought 
that America owed them a living and that all they 
had to do was to ask for it. Poland while still de- 
| pendent on the charity of the world plunged into a 
_ land- -grabbing war, fatuously confident, doubtless, 
that it could unload on somebody else the new woes 
that would be added to previous woes in consequence. 

Why distress might prevail in industrial centers, 
due to depression, can be understood, but if proper 
labor had been devoted to food supply each country 
would have within itself the means of relief ana 
would not have to appeal to other countries. Buda- 
pest crying for outside help when Hungary is one 
of the great food-producing countries of the world is 
a cause for wonder. 

It is none too soon for Europe to get back to 
hard work. It is none too soon to make Europe un- 
derstand that if it does not get back to hard work, 
it is not going to be maintained longer on fruits of 
the hard work of others. 

THE HEATING ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance, now under attack, requiring apart- 
ments, lodging houses and hotels to be heated prop- 
erly, was necessitated by the refusal of avaricious 
landlords to provide proper heat. The conditions 
which made such an ordinance ) necessary in St. Louis 
existed in other cities, in many of which more dras- 
tic ordinances were enacted and are enforced. 

The complaint is made that tenants take advan- 
tage of this ordinance to annoy and harass land- 
lords, causing them great mental distress and, at 
times, financial loss. There may be some truth in 
that complaint. All tenants are not perfect. But if 
the complaint is true, the fact does not warrant the 
repeal or emasculation of the heating ordinance. The 
provisions of the ordinance are just. 

Moreover, the Real Estate Exchange, in praying 
that the city relieve the landlords of this onerous 
burden, is in an unhappy position. It is a tradition 
of law that a litigant must come into a court of 
equity with clean hands. Will anybody undertake to 
say that the landlords of St. Louis can come into 
court with clean hands while collecting their present 
| scale of rents? 
| The heating ordinance should not be repealed, nor 
| emasculated. In fighting such a move the League 
| of Women Voters is battling for a good cause. When 
they win this fight, the women might well under- 
take to have the ordinance amended requiring land- 
lords to provide proper heat, not only from Oct. 1 
to May 15, but at all times of the year when heat is 
needed.

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THE GROCER HOLDUP. 

A chain of grocery stores that has been selling 
bread cheaper than other stores is no longef able to 
get bread. One of the bakeries explains why. The 
'other stores objected. They threatened a boycott 
|if their command was disobeyed. As there are 2100 
of those stores to only 25 in the chain, the baking 
company obeyed the order. 

It would be a very great 
loser, indeed, if the other stores could make their 
scheme work permanently. If they could keep up 
the price of bread, by conspiracy and intimidation, 
they could keep up the price of any other commod- 
ity. But they can’t do it. There are obétacles.

BRINDELIS OF BIG BUSINESS. 

From the New York World. 
HE testimony of Eugene G. Grace, president 
of the Bethlehem Steel Co., before the Lock- 

wood Committee, reveals a condition of economiy 

autocracy that demands the immediate attention 
of the Department of Justice. 

The Brindells of labor, in promoting their per- 
sonal profit, have sought only to control conditions 
under which work in the building trades should 
be done. They have never undertaken to say 
who should and who should not manufacture the 
materials used in construction. But the Brindells 
of big business, in the protection of their profita, 
have gone to the limit of control Mr. Grace 
frankly admitted that his corporation and its 
allies would not sell structural steel to contractors 
who employed union labor. Either the contractor 
must maintain the open shop, whether or not h+» 
could obtain labor under the open shop plan, or 
he got no steel. 

Mr. Grace’s sense of public responsibility in this 
matter can fairly be determined by this fragment 
from his sworn testimony: 

“It would not make any difference to you 
whether they did not get any steel anywhers 
else?” 

“Not as far as I am concerned, because I don’t 
believe in the closed shop principle.” 

“You think it Is better for the steel workers 
in the United States not to be banded together 
in a single organization and recognized ag a 
union?” 

“Yes, I think it Is better for them.” 

“It is not on your account you do not recognize 
the union; it is their account?” — 

“It is better for both.” 

This is the Brindell theory applied to big busi- 
ness. Brindell, in trying to enforce this kind of a 
closed shop always professed to be acting for the 
benefit of labor. Accordingly he trafficked in the 
privilege to work. Contractors who paid tribute 
to him could get men and had a certain guarantee 
against strikes. Contractors who did not traffic 
with him did business at their own risk. 

Bethlehem Steel levied another kind of tribute, 
but it was tribute nevertheless. It makes money 
by keeping the unions out of the steel industry, by 
refusing to recognize collective bargaining and by 
arbitrarily determining both wages and working 
conditions for itself. It is financially interested 
in destroying labor unions. Contractors who paid 
this particular kind of. tribute could get steel] and 
carry out their building contracts. Contractors 
who for one reason or another refused to pay 
this tribute could get no steel. The main moral 
and economic distinction between the coarse Brin- 
dell methods and the refined Grace methods was 
that the labor autocrats collected their pay in 
cash and the Steel autocratc collected their pay 
in the form of dividends out of sweated immigrant 
employes. 

Less fortunate than the president of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Co., Brindell is under indictment; but 
if the admitted practices of the steel manufactur- 
ers are not a conspiracy in restraint of trade with- 
in the meaning of the Sherman act, then the anti- 
trust law is a farce. If a combination of steel 
manufacturers can dictate what kind of labor 
shall be employed after its product has left its 
hands, a combination of coal manufacturers can 
do the same, and the Beef Trust can compel the 
local butchers to sell meat only to such individ- 
—_ as Mr. Armour thinks are deserving of a meat 

et. 

To admit the principle on which the steel man- 
ufacturers have been operating is to recognize an, 
economic despotism as arbitrary as the olitical 
despotism erected under the Romanoffs. Attor- 
néy-General Palmer stoutly maintained that the 
Sherman law is still a vital force.
